Group I, claim(s) 1-11, 20,21, and 23-25, drawn to an aqueous mixture comprising alkali 
silicate. 

Group II, claim(s) 12-14 and 22, drawn to a method of coating concrete pavement using 
Group I mixture. 

Group III, claim(s) 15-19, drawn to a method of making Group I mixture. 

Note 1: If applicants elect Group I, rejoinder is possible upon finding of allowable 
claims with Group III. However, Group III claims must be of the same scope of the 
allowable claims to be rejoinable. See In re Ochiaii. 

The inventions listed as Groups I do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: Claim 1 is 
anticipated or obvious over Patel (US Patent No. 5,356,716). 

Patel teaches an aqueous mixture for concrete applications comprisingi alkali 
silicate, alkali metal alkyl siliconates such as potassium methylsiliconate (see col. 3, line 
18 and col. 2, lines 40-68), surfactant (col.4, line 1), and emulsifiers (col. 3, lines 29-52). 
The shelf life property claimed by applicants would also be a property of Patel's mixture 
because he teaches the same components in overlapping amounts. As the recited an 
claimed mixture (claim 1) does not make a contribution over the prior art, unity of 
invention is lacking and restriction is appropriate. 

Note 2: Patel could also have been used in a rejection over Group II because he 
also teaches a method of coating concrete to create water repellency and also teaches 
the same steps. Nevertheless, the restriction was made in lieu of Group I.
